One of .the most important developments in 
modern building construction emphasised in the 


“Aluminium in Building” Exhibition in London 
was the use of aluminium foil in the thermal 


insulation of buildings. 


Experimonjs have shown that 
roms 50 to 80 per cent of the 
heat flow seress a normal-sized 
cavity’ air space bounded = by 
ordinary building materials is by 
cadlation, The remainder is by 
comvection, 

To counteract this flow — of 
radiant heat, sheets of bright 
aluminium foil ane placed Ln the 
Insulation space. Here the high 
refiecction and low emission of 
radiant heat from the surfaces of 
tho foll effectively prevent the 
passage of this heat. 

Tho cffectivencss pf the barrier 
ls improved by air layers, form- 
ed between the = sheets, which 
reduce the convection loss, 

The = sheets of fol may be 
slightly crumpled so that they 
create alr pockets and, at the 
same time, ensure the minimum 
points of direct contact between 
the foil itself and the surfaces of 
the structure.
